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City votes committee to plan fund use 


The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to appoint a commit- 
tee to study ways to spend over forty 
thousand dollars deposited in the 
Elba Flood Relief Fund. 

The council voted to name a com- 
mittee to consider a need that would 
beautify the city, library, etc. using 
of the funds "to benefit everyone”. 

They stated that to divide the 
$40,758.83 among those homeown- 
ers expected to apply for the money 
wouldn't give any family but about 
$60 or $70 each. Using the funds for 
a citywide project would benefit eve- 
ryone, including those local citizens 
who suffered from the flood, but 
didn't have actual water damage. 

The council was questioned by 
Ferrin Cox about people who might 
have sent their money to help indi- 
viduals and not a government pro- 
ject. They then amended their action 

mising to refund any money to 
individual contributors who request- 
ed it after the council announced 
their plans for the funds. 

Councilman John Sharpless re- 
sponding to the suggestion people be 
offered their money back said that 
after the city announces their beauti- 
fication plans, the people may all ap- 
prove our ideas (and not want their 
money back), 

Jim Driscoll and Barry Brunson 
addressed the council concerning a 
proposal to establish an airport au- 
thority to administer, maintain and 
upgrade the local Carl Folsom Air- 


rt, 

Driscoll noted that the facility 
was considered a dead airport prior 
to the flood, but now it is not unusu- 
al to see multi-engine aircraft com- 
ing and going from Elba. He said 
they were also purchasing gasoline 
locally, thus» helping the airport fi- 
nancially. 

“A good looking, attractive air- 
port attracts pilots” Driscoll said. He 
added that there are now 26 aircraft 
which call the Elba airport “home”. 

The council members will review 
the state statue governing airport au- 
thorities and take the matter up at a 
later meeting. 

Mayor Fred Moore told council 
members they hoped to have the 
Caroline Street bridge open this

Corps of Engineers began flood study 


According to Elba City Clerk Pat 
Booth, the Corps of Engineers has 
begun it formal evaluation of the 
March flood. 

The Economic Analysis Section 
of the Corps of Engineers has con- 
tracted with Gulf Engineers & Con- 
sultants, Inc. to do the evaluation. 

They will be in Elba to update 
the depth-percent damage curves 
used by the Corps to justify flood 
control projects. 

Gulf Engineers’ staff members 
will be interviewing all the commer- 
cial and industrial owners and man- 
agers (and a sample of residential 


owners) within the levee area regard- 
ing damages and depth of flooding. 
This team of researchers will be con- 
ducting this study in Elba through 
August 13, 1990. 

The Corps realizes that the people 
of Elba wish to put this disaster be- 
hind them; however, they are asking 
them to "revisit" those awful days 


and answer questions about the. 


March flooding from the contractor. 
Questions that are being asked 
will center around the total damages 
incurred, depth of flooding and the 
percent (or amount) of damages in- 
curred at each foot of flooding. The 


State Troopers install 


camcorders 


Video cameras are providing to 
be a valuable tools in the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety's DUI enforce- 
ment program, 

Beginning in late January, 24 
cameras were installed in state troop- 
er patrol cars and used to record sus- 
pected drunken drivers on the road 
and in off-the-road sobriety tests. 

Early reports from state troopers 
using the cameras show that during 
April, 73 percent of DUI defendants 
pleaded guilty in cases where video 
tape was available as evidence. Prior 
to receiving the cameras, troopers re- 
ported that only 10 to 20 percent of 
DUI defendants pleaded guilty two 
charges.

"Because of Public Safety's DUI- 
video program, state troopers are 
able to spend more time patrolling 
and less time in the courtroom," said 
Thomas H. Wells, Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Safety Director. 

Wells said that 319 people died in 
alcohol-related crashes in Alabama 
last year according to fatality re- 
ports. He emphasized Public Safety's 
continuing commitment to getting 
drunken drivers off the road and 
making Alabama roadways safer. 

Because of the initial success of 
the DUI-video program, Public Safe- 
ty plans to install video cameras in 
all new patrol vehicles before they 
are placed into service.

Bedford in the Attorney General's 
race by receiving 2,855 votes to 
Bedford's 1,590, 


In the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industry's race, Horace 
Horn received 2,522 votes and A. 
W. Todd received 1,625 votes. 

At press time with 97% of the 
votes in statewide, Hubbert had 
53% to Siegelman's 47%, Evans was 
leading Bedford 51% to 49%, and 
Horn had 51% of the vote to Todd's

Commission contracts with 
firm to sell bonds for jail 


The Coffee County Commission 
voted to contract with Murray Vau- 
ghan, a representative of Howard, 
Weil, Labouisse, Friedrichs, Inc., to 
sell the bonds for funding the new 
county jail. They are an investment 
securities firm located in Montgom- 
ery. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton, in reviewing the proposal 
with the commission, stated that the 
firm's fee for selling the bonds 
would be $23,000 on $2 million 
worth. The payment on this amount 
will be approximately $190,000 an- 
nually, 

Low bid on the county jail was 
$2,456,000, It is estimated, that after 
the jail is completed and furnished, 
the total cost will be between $2.6 - 
$2.7 million. This will mean that the 
county will have to come up with an 
additional $650,000 initially upon 
completion of the facility. 

Funds to repay the bond issue 
will probably come from the fees 
collected from the recently approved 
increase in court cost, a portion of 
the sales tax collected by the county, 
and from the general fund. A firm 
method of repayment will be decid- 
ed upon when the commissioners 
meets with the firm selling the bonds 
and all options are examined. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose sug- 
gested that the county's legislative 
delegation, Representative Jimmy 
Holley and Senator Crum Foshee, be 
contacted concerning the possibility 
of their introducing legislation al- 
lowing the commission to levy a 1/ 
2¢ sales tax. 

A 1/2 sales tax which was enact- 
ed by the commission and ruled ille- 
gal by the courts is presently on ap- 
peal to the Alabama Supreme Court. 

Commissioner Dubose said that 

the increase in court costs could be 
alleviated if the commissioners were 
given the authority to levy the 1/2¢ 
sales tax. Also, the jail debt could be 
paid off in 3-4 years instead of 20 
years, 
The commissioners decided to 
postpone the awarding of the con- 
tract on the new jail until next Mon- 
day, July 2. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley informed the commission 
that he went to Montgomery last 
Thursday and picked up a check for 
$558,736.50 in FEMA funds. To- 
date, a total of $786,348.50 has been 
received by the county from FEMA, 

He also said that the Texas firm 
restoring the flood damaged records 
had returned approximately one-half 
to two-thirds of the records to Elba. 
He reported that they are in "pretty 
good shape - considering.” 

Mobley stated that he anticipated 
a request for partial payment for 
record restoration in the amount of

Pool asked for and received ap- 
proval to pay the county's bridge 
crew (4 men) to receive overtime 
pay. 

A resolution, by the commission, 
requesting the legal section of the 
state's County Commissioners Asso- 
ciation to draft a law against the 
dumping of garbage on county right- 
a-ways was requested. Pool stated 
that the association had the resources 
to draft such a law with “some teeth 
in it'and that this was urgently need- 
ed in Coffee County. 

Other action taken by the com- 
mission was as follows: 


***Awarded the bid for concrete 
to Russell Vault Company of Elba 
at a cost of $49.75 per cubic yard. 
Concrete Inc. and Couch Inc. of Do- 
than were awarded contracts as sec- 
ondary suppliers. 

***Wiregrass Construction Co. 
of Enterprise was awarded the con- 
tract to patch areas of county roads 
that were washed or cut-in-two dur- 
ing the flood. Unit cost bid submit- 
ted was $42.75 per ton. 

*** Approved payment of match- 
ing funds for County Road 18. 
County's share is $1,900. Total pro- 
ject cost $283,000 with the state pay- 
ing $250,000 and Enterprise paying 
$31,100. 

*** Approved payment of expens- 
es for those commissioners wishing 
to attend the State Association of 
Commissioners meeting in August. 

The commission adjourned to 
Monday, July 2, 1990, when they 
will meet in the Elba Courthouse at 
9 a.m.

According to Sgt. Edward 
Pritchard of the Dothan Police De- 
partment, a vehicle driven by Betty 
Wilson Forehand, age 56, of Birm- 
ingham was also involved in the ac- 
cident. Forehand's vehicle was trav- 
eling west on Highway 84 and was 
struck by debris from the Vann- 
McCall vehicles’ collision. 

She lost control and hit a road 
sign. No one was injured in the 
Forehand car. 

McCall was charged with driy- 
ing under the influence of alcohol 
and vehicular homicide. 

Vann resided with his wife, 
Madge Ellen Vann and son, Justin 
Vann, on Route 1 (Troy Highway), 
Elba. He was employed by Cook 
Chevrolet in Elba. 
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We have done pretty good controlling our fussing since 
March 17th. We have tried to write everything in a positive 
manner or not write it at all. There have been a couple of 
times we just didn't write something because it was so nega- 
tive and we felt there was enough negative from the flood it- 
self. Now either our nerves are getting frayed or the politi- 
cians are just being politicians . . . .or both. This deals with 
the money donated to Elba for the flood victims. There is 
$40,758.83 in an Elba bank account right now, according to 
a statement at the Elba city council meeting Monday night. 
We know some of this money was intended for people with 
flood problems, in fact we actually handed part of it to city of- 
ficials on behalf of some good Christian folks, with a verbal 
promise that was how it was going to be used. Well the city 
council voted Monday night to appoint a committee to find a 
use for the money “to beautify the city and this will help eve- 
ryone”. They acknowledged it might be a long time before 
they figured out what to beautify but would be looking, and 
holding the funds. Folks, to those of you we assured over the 
telephone or in person that the money sent to the city, ear- 
marked “Elba Flood Relief Fund”, would get to the people, 
we apologize. We were assured by Mayor Fred Moore repeat- 
edly that the money would go to those who were flooded. In 
fact we reported at one time that the committee handling the 
money in the Governor's Disaster Relief Fund would also 
monitor and/or approve the distribution of this money. We 
were told this in a meeting and in the presence of a lawyer for 
the Alabama Banker's Association! But it ain't gonna happen, 
‘cause the political types say that little dab of money won't 
do you, the flood victim, any good. Councilman John Sharp- 
less said making something pretty would help everyone. How 
do we convey to a family trying to buy groceries and/or fac- 
ing bankruptcy that their $60 or $70 on those flowers or a new 
city building will help anyone? We kinda showed ourself at 
the meeting, but it didn't do any good. The vote was unani- 
mous. However after they have come up with their plan, they 
did “promise” that those who donated will be given a chance 
to ask for their money back. We wonder how much of that 
$40,000 would have been given just to help make the town of 
any flood victims pretty again? Councilman Bill Brunson not- 
ed after the meeting that he had not had one person contact 
him with the opinion that the money should go to the people. 
Maybe the flood victims don't want the money or maybe 
those families who lost everything in the flood don't want to 
make an issue of something that will net less than $100 
each.To us it is the principal of the matter . . . the money was 
intended to help.those whose homes suffered in the flood and 
you do need every penny of it. Distribution is long overdue. 
We feel very strongly about this matter and hope your reac- 
tion can convince city officials to reconsider. Either we are 
-Out of touch with the people of Elba or our city officials are 
out of touch..... and we don't think it is us this time. Your 
elected Elba city officials are: Mayor Fred Moore and coun- 
- cil members Randy Bedsole, Bill Brunson, Donald Law- 
ford, John W. Sharpless and Gladys Yelverton. If you can't 
find them nor their telephone numbers, give us a call. We 
know where to find the numbers. If that fails, they officially 
meet again July 9th at city hall. The time is 5:15 p.m.

Dear Ferrin: 

It is with warmth and humility 
that I write to say how much I enjoy 
reading "Brainstorms" and other sec- 


. tions of THE ELBA CLIPPER, This 


is my main source of information 
about "our town", and seldom do I 
not feel a tug of the ole heart strings 
as I read through it, such as reading 
that Art Brunson, Claude Dorsey, 
Lesley Ham and Tiffany Harper 
graduated from the University on 
May 12. My memories of these 
young adults are frozen in time, as I 
recall each engaging in those behav- 
iors typical of young children, which 
each of them was when I was their 
school principal those fifteen years 
ago. 

Following the flood, I drove sey- 
eral loads of food and cleaning sup- 
plies into Elba, and unloaded at 
friends and family. I longed then to 
see and speak with some of those I 
knew were suffering in the flood's 
aftermath, but that old nemesis and 
friend, time was never on my side. 
Consequently, I drove away each 
time, having seen only a few. I feel 
pride as I witness and read about the 
amazing spirit of you and your 
neighbors rebuilding from such a 
devastating experience, and I under- 
stand myself a little better, as { fight 
too to overcome those bad experi- 
ences life has dealt me and my loved 
ones. As the Jewish rabbi wrote, it is 
difficult to sometimes understand 
why God allows such "bad things to 
happen to good people," but we 
know that is true‘and that "God is no 
respecter of persons,” as the "rain 
falls on the just and the unjust." 

As I entered public education as 
my life's profession some twenty- 
three years ago, I recall how I came 
to this decision. My models were 
men such as Mr. Elmer Taylor, Mr. 
Roland Powell, the late Mr. Charles 
Jacobs, Mr. George Grider, and Mr 
Lamar Foley - - good men, and dedi- 
cated educators. These men and so 
many other men and women gave 
the best years of their adult lives to 
make it possible for the youth of 
Elba to have a system of education 
among the best anywhere, as evi- 
dence by the many outstanding citi- 
zens and professionals who began in 
the Elba City Schools. 

I and many of your readers are 
among those who feel sad that the 
"Great Flood of '90" will be remem- 
bered as that event which spelled the 
end of the buildings in which not 
only we but many of our parents, 
such as my mother, the late Betty 
Braswell Bruce, attended classes. 
Time and progress marches on, and 
the welfare of our children must take 
precedence over our emotional at- 
tachments for buildings and familiar 
landscapes. The future belongs to the 
children. Though we adults may fret 
and argue about the best among so 
many alternatives we are faced with, 
we have entrusted those decisions to 
a group of our peers who give many 
thankless hours weighing alterna- 
tives and asking God's help in arriy- 
ing at the best action for the stu- 
dents. 

The same openness in goverm- 
ment that encouraged Elba citizens 
over the years to participate in local 
and State government, and the same 
nurturant atmosphere of community 
that has communicated to Elba's 
young people a fecling a worthiness 
continues to be evident in reports of 
citizen's comments before the Board 
of Education recently. That the 
Board acts in the best interest of the 
boys and girls of Elba is the concern 
of all. We should therefore continue 
to let these five men and women 
know of our grave stakes in the wis- 
dom of their decisions; however, the 
final action will be theirs, and we 
will have to live with those decisions 
years after their terms on that Board 
expire. | recommend more support 
be given to the thoughts and feelings 
of those trained to ‘educate our chil- 
dren - - the teachers and administra- 


tion hired to do that job. In my esti- 


mation, you are fortunate to have 
some of the best of these to be found 
anywhere in this or any other State. 
Inquire more of them, and listen to 
them. They are trained to educate, 
while others are trained to do things 
for which teachers and administra-

He is chairman of Alabama's 
oldest black voter organization (the 
ADC), vice-chairman of the Ala- 
bama Democratic Party, a member 
of the Montgomery City Council, 
and chairman of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Alabama State University, If 
Hubbert becomes Governor, Reed 
would not only become head of 
AEA, but he would also automatical- 
ly become a member of the Teach- 
er's Retirement Board and secretary 
of the teacher Tenure Commission, 
to which he would also appoint two 
members. That's a lot of power for 
any man; for Joe Reed it is too much 
power. 

Joe Reed has already shown that 
he does not hesitate to use his power 
for personal gain. As chairman of 
the ADC he rules with near dictatori- 
al power and at Alabama State Uni- 
versity he wields a similar degree of 
control. Recently, serious ethical 
questions were raised about the cozy 
deal by which Reed was able to buy 
four houses owned by Alabama 
State University for only $1,000 and 
then convert them into profitable 
rental property. 

The political influence of AEA is 
already so strong that it all but writes 
the annual $2 billion education bud- 
get passed by the legislature. With 
Hubbert as Governor, Reed would 
be able to dictate exactly where the 
education dollars go. If they don't 
march to Reed's tune, Alabama, Au- 
burn, UAB and every other institu- 
tion of higher learning, could find 
their appropriations diverted to a 
school or college that Reed can con- 
trol. 

I urge those who care about ele- 
mentary and secondary education 
and specially the University of Ala- 
bama and Aubum, to think twice be- 
fore casting a vote for Paul Hubbert.

Birmingham has been selected as 
the site of an Internal Revenue ser- 
vice toll-free telephone operation. 

At toll-free sites, a staff of trained 
employees offer immediate assis- 
tance to taxpayers who call the IRS 
1-800- number. The employees an- 
swer questions ranging from tax to 
refund information. 

At present three toll-free sites, in- 
cluding Atlanta, Nashville, and Jack- 
sonville, are located in the southeast 
region. Regional officials have cho- 
sen Birmingham as the fourth, 

The new site is expected to open 
in mid-1992 when about 200 new 
employees, at a payroll of $6.3 mil- 
lion, will be added to the local work- 
force. Seventy-five percent will be 
permanent employees with the re- 
mainder hired on a seasonable basis. 

Birmingham competed for the 
site location against four other cities 
in the region. There are presently 
540 IRS employees in Alabama, 
with 350 located in the Birmingham 
office. 

Over 29 million toll-free calls 
were answered by the IRS last year, 
and 18% percent of these were in the 
southeast region. With another toll- 
free site in the region, this workload 
will become more evenly distribut- 
ed, 

In addition, a computerized assis- 
tance system will be pioneered at the 


new toll-free location, This system 
will give IRS employees access to 
computer screens that provide accu- 
rate and immediate tax law informa- 
tion, The "expert" system will also 
direct IRS employees to ask follow- 
up questions to ensure the informa- 
tion provided is complete and cor- 
rect.

TWO-LINED SPITTLEBUGS ON 
LAWNS 

Spittlebug nymphs are active 
right now on lawns, These nymphs 
are about 1/8 inch long and growing! 
Lawns already feel "squishy" due to 
spittle masses deep in the turf where 
nymphs are numerous (one sample 
revealed 12 nymphs per square 
foot!). Soon, infested areas will yel- 
low, turn brown and die out. Centi- 
pede grass is a favored host, but oth- 
er lawn grasses are also attacked. 

Remember - damage (especially 
on St. Augustinegrass) resembles 
chinch bug damage because spittle- 
bugs, like chinch bugs, feed by 
piercing tissue and sucking out the 
juice. Some theories propose that a 
toxin in spittlebug "saliva" probably 
turns in grass yellow, as is the case 
with chinch bugs. With spittlebugs, 
damage starts in the shade and may 
spread to sunrty areas. Chinch bug 
damage is limited to sunny areas of 
St. Augustinegrass. 

Before treating for spittlebugs 
mow the lawn and collect the clip- 
pings. Apply treatment and water in 
it. On lawns, diazinon (8 fl. oz. of 
25EC/1000 sq. ft.) or Dursban 
(chlorpyrifos, use in less thatchy sit- 


uations, 1.5 fl. oz. of 22.4 EC/1000 
sq. ft.) are recommended. ; 

There are at least two generations 
of spittlebugs each year, and maybe 
a partial third in more southernly ar- 
eas. Reinfestation from untreated ar- 
eas may occur. Japanease hollies and 
centipede grass on home lawns is a 
"deadly combination" since spittle- 
bugs favor these plants as hosts and 
may move back and forth between 
them,

People within a 200-to- 
300 mile area should be prepared for 
possible tornadoes.

warning means a tornado funnel has 
actually been sighted or indicated by 
radar. Persons in the path of the 
storm should take shelter immediate- 
ly. The warning may cover short pe- 
niods of time (five to 30 minutes) 
and specific small areas (10 to 200 
square miles).

Coffee County Peanut Situation .. ‘

Our peanuts are doing great. They 
are rapidly growing and doing a tre- 
mendous amount of pegging down. 
The crop looks good but we all 
know there are a lot of things that 
can happen beyond our control dur- 
ing the next few months.

Some research is out showing that 
the flat tip nozzle is just as good as 
the hollow nozzle. This may be true, 
however the spray pressure with the 
flat tip is not quite as high as the hol- 
low cone nozzle. This may be true, 
however the spray pressure with the 
flat tip is not quite as high as the hol- 
low cone nozzle. So, if you do have 
heavy foliage and have weed pres- 
sure that may be blocking your spray 
from getting to your peanuts, I rec- 
ommend you use the hollow cone as 
it does spray quite a bit more pres- 
sure and you would get better cover- 
age. 

If you are having problems with 
your leaf spot control, there are three 
things you can do. The first thing is 
to shorten your spray interval. The 
second thing is to use the full labeled 
rate of Bravo. The third thing is re- 
calibrate your sprayer. You may 
have a clogged nozzle or not using 
enough water. Somehow your cali- 
bration may be off just a little bit. 

As far as Bravo is concerned, 
there is no other chemical now that 
will do a better job than Bravo. Keep 
using it and lots of luck in your leaf 
spot spray control. 

The question I am often asked is 
"Can I mix my Bravo spray with dif- 
ferent herbicide?" With several of 
the chemicals that I am going the 
mention here it is already past the 
time of use for this year, but I would 
like tO mention them any way. 
Which herbicides can you mix Bra- 
vo with in the same spray? Gramox- 
one-no; Basagran-no; Blazer-you 
can expect a good burn with Blazer 
and adding Bravo to that would 
probably give you a severe burn. 
With all three chemicals the timing 
is almost past. The Gramoxone is 
definitely past except in a few fields. 
With the Blazer and Basagran there 
is a 75 day restriction before harvest 
time. Butoxone-yes you can mix 
Bravo with it. Dual-yes, but if you 
plan to add Bravo, do not add a crop 
oil wit it. It will give it too much 
burn. Classic-yes, but do not add sul- 


fur formulation as this will also 
cause a severe burn. Post-no, Post 
performs better when no chemicals 
are mixed with it. Also, it would 
cause a severe burn to add Bravo to 
Post. As a general rule of thumb, 
herbicides that require an crop oil, 
do not apply Bravo to these herbi- 
cides. When mixing these chemicals, 
a herbicide and Bravo, you would 
want to mix you herbicide first and 
then add your Bravo. 


A lot of our peanuts are approach- 
ing the 60 days emergence and this 
is the time when growers will be de- 
ciding whether or not to use the her- 
bicide Classic. The rate is 1/2 ounce 
of Classic 24DG per acre applied 
from 60 to 100 days after ground 
crack and up until 45 days of har- 
vest. This application should be 
made to Florida beggerweeds that 
are less than 10 inches tall and ac- 
tively growing. Last year growers 
were successful in controlling beg- 
gerweeds that were much taller than 
the 10-12 inches with Classic and 
that was one of those unique envi- 


ronmental situations where condi- 
tions were in favor of the Classic 
burning the beggerweeds but we can 
not count on that type of control this 
year or every year. Classic can be 
mixed with all Bravo formulations 
except sulfur containing formula- 
tions. Do not use sulfur or crop oil 
wit any mixture of Classic. Making 
only one application per season and 
apply with ground equipment only. 

This year already I have seen sev- 
eral cases where 2,4, DB, (Botox- 
one Butyrac) applied to peanuts have 
caused damage to nearby cotton and 
vegetables. Just want to remind our 
growers of this injury and to ask 
them to be careful and alert to this 
situation. Both cotton and vegetables 
seem to be on the increase in this 
county and the peanut growers 
would want to avoid applying the 
2,4-DB materials to peanuts where 
risk is great of drift to these suscepti- 
ble crops. You can also choose an al- 
ternative herbicide instead of the 
2,4-DB product.

There is a need to 
provide money or assist in securing 
scholarships and grants for Elba 
graduating seniors.

The Diet / Cancer Connection - 
Can Your Diet Prevent Cancer? 


County Agent Angela G. Hughes 


Can fiber prevent colon cancer? 
can carrots prevent lung cancer? The 


fact is, while there is no evidence 


that any single food of lifestyle habit 
can prevent cancer altogether, some 
experts believe you can reduce your 
risk for developing many types of 
cancer by a combination of lifestyle 
changes (quitting smoking,. for ex- 


‘ample) and eating a nutritionally 


sound diet. In fact, improving your 
diet may reduce your‘ cancer risk by 
as much as 35%. The key dietary 
changes that may be linked with re- 
duced cancer risk are: less total fats, 
more fiber, and more fresh fruits and 
vegetables, particularly those rich in 
Vitamin A, beta-carotene and Vita- 
min C. ‘ 

FATS - Limit your intake of dietary 
fats to no more that 30% of your to- 
tal daily calories. (Fats have 9 Calo- 
ries per gram.) No more than one 
third of your "fat calories" should 
come from the saturated variety. Sat- 
urated fats are primarily found in 
foods of animal origin, although two 
vegetable "oils" - coconut and palm - 
are also highly saturated. Saturated 
fats are those fats that remain solid 
at room temperature. 

FIBER - Dietary fiber can be either 
water-soluble or water-insoluble. 
Water-soluble fiber includes the fi- 
ber found in beans, oats, and many 
fruits, while water-insoluble fiber in- 
cludes the kind found in wheat bran 
and many vegetables. To reduce you 
risk, balance your diet to include 
both forms of fiber, The National 
Cancer Institute recommends a daily 
intake of 20-23 grams of fiber per 
day. Excessive fiber intake can cause 
painful intestinal gas, diarrhea, bloat- 
ing, and can interfere with the body's 
absorption of essential nutrients. 
FRUITS AND VEGETABLES - 
Besides being exceilent sources of 


dietary fiber, fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles contain many of the vitamins as- 
sociated with possible reduced can- 
cer risk. Vitamin A, may help 
protect against many cancers, and is 
found orange vegetables like squash 
and carrots and dark-green leafy 
vegetables like spinach. Vitamin C 
may interfere with the formation of 
some cancer-causing chemicals and 
is found in citrus fruits, tomatoes, 
strawberries, potatoes and dark- 
green leafy vegetables as well. Vege- 
tables in the cabbage family - broc- 
coli, cauliflower, brussel sprouts - 
may also contain cancer - interfering 
chemicals. 

BEST ADVICE - Besides eating 
less fats and more dietary fiber, fresh 
fruits, and vegetables, the best ad- 
vice is to eat a variety of foods that 
are fresh and/or as close to their 
"natural" state as possible.

The roaster pan has a 
special rack to trap juices, creating a 
dry cooking method that produces a 
crisp, moist roast in one-half to one- 
third the time of a conventional 
oven. 

Also new on the market is a mi- 
crowave coffeemaker designed to 
brew the coffee at a lower tempera- 
ture that automatic drip coffeemak- 
ers, The lower the temperature helps 
to eliminate any bitter taste from the 
coffee.
